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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless— 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 3, 6, 10, 20 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Tanaka et al. (2002/0182426). 

3. Tanaka et al. teach propylene / butene copolymers having a butene concentration of 5- 
50%, which is laminated to one or both sides of a crystalline polypropylene base layer [0377]. 
The examples [Table 1] clearly teach resins having a butene content of 19, 15 and 9. While the 
applicants amended their claims to recite a an upper value of 14%, this value is within the range 
taught by the Tanaka et al. and not significantly different from the comonomer content shown in 
the examples. A value of 15% clearly envisages a value of 14% as claimed. 

4. The applicants claim an isotactic polypropylene core material. While the prior art is 
silent regarding the tacticity of the crystalline polypropylene material, the examiner believes that 
using isotactic material is clearly envisaged because the only forms of crystalline polypropylene 
are syndiotactic and isotactic. Additionally, the examiner beUeves that Tanaka may actually use 
isotactic polypropylene based on the catalyst system used [0054] and because syndiotactic 
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polypropylene is more of a specialty material which requires a stereo specific, less common type 
of catalyst system 

5. They teach that the base layer (A) may be subjected to corona discharge treatment, but 
they are silent regarding the treatment of the surface layers (B). 

6. The entire film may be biaxially oriented as claimed [Claim 2, 0378]. 

7. The applicants claim that the films have "cold seal receptive properties". While the films 
taught by Tanaka et al, are not specifically used for "cold seal applications", the examiner 
believes that they would function as cold seal receptive materials because of the common nature 
of the materials with those used by applicants. Claim 22 does not require a coating of cold seal 
cohesive, but merely recites a property of the film. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 3-6, 8-10, and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tanaka et al. (2002/0182426). 

10. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to have surface treated 
the films taught by Tanaka et al. (2002/0182426) in order to make them more receptive to 
coatings or other materials (e.g. to make them printable). 
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11. Regarding the butene comonomer content, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to have selected the overlapping portion of the range (i.e. 5-14%). The 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made, since it has been held that choosing the over lapping portion, of the 
range taught in the prior art and the range claimed by the applicant, has been held to be a prima 
facie case of obviousness, see In re Malagari, 182 USPQ 549.
